As a mat- 
ter of fact, however, Senator Ingalls himself 
probably does not know just what he will do 
He does not want to abandon Kansas, and 
probably will not. Right now he is of the 
opinion that it would be best for him to resume 
the practice of law in Kansas, but he has s0 
many tempting offers from all parts of the 
country that he is almost bewildered. 

Perhaps no man in the country has such a 
versatile mind as Ingalls. Those who know 
him best say if he will entertain no hopes ofa 
political future, and wil] simply go in to make 
money, he can earn qn income of $100,000 a 

VERY LOW IN FUNDS. 

At present Senator Jngalls’s financial status 
isas low as that of any southerner in the 
senate. He has practically nothing outside of 
his senatorial salary. 

THE FREE C;)INAGE FIGHT. 

Allidea of attachin); a free coinage bill as a 
rider to any of the ay propriation bills in the 
senate having been sbandoned, the fight for 
free coinage must be ¢ntirely within the house 
of representatives. 

The. free coinage ‘nen realize that work 
must be done this week, or else there can be 
no hope, so farjias tyis session is concerned. 
Under Reed's arbitrary rulings there is but 
one way to secure a vote inthe house. That 
is by forcing the coinage committee to report 
the senate bill or 5 iibatisate. Three of the 
democrats of that committee are acting with 
the republicans, and* their votes have pre- 
vented a report. If tese men can be whipped 
into line by the democratic leaders, all will be 
well; but right now there seems to be but 
little hope that they will act with their 
party. The men are Vaux, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Tracy, of New York, and Wilcox, 
of Connecticut, The latter could, perhaps, be 


persuaded to agree to a report, but Vaux and 


Tracy are such dyed-in-the-wooligoldbugs that 
little hope of converting them is entertained. 
They have been pleaded with, begged and even 
threatened, but to no purpose. Neither of 
them {attended the democratic caucus last 
evening and, therefore, they do not feel bound 
by its action. 

While not probable yet, it is possible that 
these men may yet weaken and agreeto report 
@ bill for the free coinage of American silver, 
only provided they cyn secure a pledge from 
enough free coinage. men to defeat the senate 
free coinage bill, should it be offered as 
a substitnte in the hjuse. They would not 
object seriously to frei; coinage of American 
silver only, but they fjar that should the house 
have an opportunity t) vote it would not, stop 
at that, but would thr)w our mints open tothe 
silver ofthe world. . 

Thus the matter of free coinage is today just 
where it was three wd4gks ago. There. are some 
hopeful democrats, there are many democrats 
who are determined to fight for free coinage 
to the end, but therewre few democrats who 
have any idea free coigage will be made a law 
during this congress.'*

“Che lengthening +f the legis- 
lative day in the \ nate is expected to result 
in final action t<fore the 4th of March, not 
only upon all the (jnnual appropriation bills, 
but also upon the rjther long list of measures 
selected by the j publican caucus for ad- 
yvancement, becar%e of their public impor- 


ho the week in tye senate will probably be 
devoted to the consideration of appropriation 
pills made ready in time for action and such 
measures upon the’faucus programme as can 
be reached. The ‘haval appropriation bill, it 
is said, will be caietl up tomorrow after final 
action is reached the eight-hour bill, and 
the District of Colghabin and diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bills will be reported 
froth the committée during the week. 
OTHER IMPORTANT MEASURES. 

Other measures fhat will probably intervene 

are the copyright bill, the Indian depredation 


rider to each of the appropriation 
bills, in which case some delay in 
carrying out the remainder of the programme 
may result. The appropriation bills will prob- 
bly continue to absyrb nearly all of the time of 
the house for some days to come, and the pros- 
pect for any legislation during this week is not 
bright.

The District of Columbia committee, under 
the rules, is entitled to the floor tomorrow, and 
is making an earnest effort to secure a day for 
local legislation, but Mr. Cannon does not in- 
tend to permit anything to intervene while 
the sundry civil bill is pending in the house, if 
he can prevent it.

HUBBY WORE THE APRON. 


Wife Wore the Breeches and Wanted to 
Untie the Apron String. 


PirrspurG, Pa., February 8.—The suit for 
divorce of Mrs. E. A. Sawyer, a popular music 
teacher, was placed on trial this morning and 
was suddenly ended. The plaintiff charged 
cruelty and shiftlessness against her husband. 
Witnesses supported these allegations to the ex- 
tent of deposing that Mr. Sawyer attended to 
the housekeeping duties, while Mrs. Sawyer 
gave music lessons. There was a surprise 
when one of the witnesses testified that Saw- 
yer prepared the breakfast for the family this 
morning and that she ate breakfast with him. 
It also came out in the evidence that just be- 
fore starting for the courthouse he buttoned 
his wife’s shoes and that he did all the washing 
and ironing for the family, in spite of the fact 
that the wife and grown daughters were in 
good health and capable of doing the work. 

Mrs. Sawyer’s attorneys at this point took a 
non-suit in disgust. Mr. Sawyer later in the 
day tried to get into his house, but his wife 
had him arrested on a charge of forcible entry, 
and he is rooming in the Allegheny lockup to- 
night. 


SWAKMING WITH BOOMERS, 


Thousands of Settlers Are Already Living 
on the Cherokee Strip. 


TorekKA, Kan., February 8.—The Cherokee 
strip is fairly swarming with settlers despite 
the prohibition and the efforts of the military 
to keep them out. Inthe eastern -portion of 
the strip scores of families are living in caves 
dug into the high banks along every stream, 
with trees or bushes’ hiding the 
entrances, while many _ are _ iiving 
in caves on the open prairie. {On Black Bear 
creek there is a colony of over 200 persons in 
caves, tents and cabins, and at several points 
they are preparing to plow for spring crops. 
There are at least 2,000 boomers now occupy- 
ing the choicest quarter sections in the strip, 
and it will take the soldiers months to find 
them. 

Southwest and east of Kiowa there are hun- 
dreds of settlers in the strip, and it is reported 
that there are large mumbersin the broken 
country at the extreme west. The troops 
stationed at Fort Reno have been ordered to 
move into the strip and eject the boomers, and 
to pull down any structures they may find 
there. — 


Knocked the Life Out of Him. 

SEATTLE, Wash., February 8.—Friday night 
John Shafferaud William Doyle fought a 
seven-round contest in the theater. Shaffer 
was knocked outin the seventh round and 
never regained consciouness. He died last 
night. 

Doyle, escaped, but the proprietor of the 
theater was arrested. 


The Idaho Senatorship. 


Borssz City, Idaho, February 8.—The reso- 
lution which passed the senate yesterday pro- 
viding for the election of a United States sen- 
ator to succeed Senator McConnell, came up 
in the house. A motion to definitely postpone 
the resolution wast lost by a vote of 19 to 17. 
A motion to reconsider prevailed and it will be 
called up again on Monday. It is rumored

A SEVERE BLIZZARD, 


RAGING IN THE NORTHWESTERN 
STATES, 


THE THERMOMETER BELOW ZERO. 


The Wind Blowing at the Rate of Fort y 
Miles an Hour—The Storm Equal 
That of 1888.

St. Pact, Minn., February 8.—At noon to- 
day snow began to fall in this city, and there 
has been promise of a blizzard during the 
afternoon. The storm is genéral in the north- 
west. In South Dakota the storm that was 
raging at Rapid City has extended over tie 
state, Aberdeen, Huron, Pierre and other 
points reporting a very severe blizzard. “ 

A Pioneer Press correspondent of Piérre, 
says the worst blizzard since 1888 has been 
raging there since last night, with light pros- 
pesct of ceasing. The thermometer was at 
20 degrees below zero this morning. 

A Huron correspondent of the Pioneer 
Press says the snow storm which set in 
about midnight last night, is still in progress 
at 6 o’clock tonight, and has developed ins 
gigantic blizzard, almost equal in fury to that 
of January, 1888. 1thas raged all day, the 
wind blowing some thirty-five to forty miles 
an hour, driving the snow in blinding clqads. 

. IN THE MOHAWK VALLEY. , 

Tripes Hitu, N. Y., February 8.—More 
than a foot of snow has fallen in Mohawk 
valley since 6 o’clock last night. The snoéw is 
very wet, and trees and ‘shrubbery have been 
breaking down under its weight. Two @n- 
gines are required to draw freight trains, and 
snow picws are out. j | 

THE FALLING POLES AND WIRES. 

Avusurn, N. Y., February 8.—A violent 
snow storm setin about 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, and continued without abatment 
until midnight. The ‘show is wet and 
soon loaded the trees and wires to such 
an extent that telegraph wires began 
going down in all directions, and large num- 
bers of shade and frit trees were n 
down. The snow is now frozen solidly to $he 
wires, which show in many places 
actual measurement thirteen. inches in @ir- 
cumference. Great damage has been done to 
large orchards {in this vicinity. The igiling’st

The 
streets are in darkness because it would be 
dangerous to turn ona current among ths 
tangled and broken wires; electric cars havé 
stopped for a like reason. The fire alarm 
circuits are down and many telegraph wires 
are useless. The damage to the telphone con® 
pany is estimated at $10,000.

A HARD TIME AT SEA. 


The Paptain of thePolarin Relates t4} 
Ship’s Experience. 

New York, February 8.—The Hamburg- 
American Packet Company’s steamship Po- 
laria, regarding whose safety much anxiety 
has been felt, reached port today, five days 
overdue. Her foremast was gone, her en- 
gines out of order, her bulwarks forward on 
her starboard side replaced with rongh, un- 
planed boards, and she presented a battered 
appearance generally. She required nearly an 
hour to make her short passage from the bat- 
tery to her dock. 

Captain George Busch explained to a rum- 
ber of people who boarded the vessel, the 
cause of her delay, and told what a narrow es- 
cape the passengers and crew had from ocean 
graves. 

‘‘We left Copenhagen on the 16th,’’ he said, 
‘‘with seventy steerage passengers and a gen- 
eral cargo. The 27th of January was a par- 
ticularly stormy day. At 2:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon a gigantic wave struck us forward, 
anti tons of water came rolling on deck. The 
first mate was on the bridge at the time, and 
above the din of the surging waters he heard a 
sharp crash, and when he rubbed the wet from 
his eyes saw the big foremast hanging level 
with the main deck over the starboard side. 
The forward bulwarks had been carried away, 
and could be seen dancing off in the foam on a 
wave crest. The stairs leading from the 

uarter deck to the main deck were gone, and 
the sheet iron end of the cabin compartment 
forward had been burst in. Portions of the 
bridge were missing and the iron guard rail 
was broken as if it had been glass and the 
small boat.carried off. 

‘*We put oil bags out on all sides offthe ship 
to calm the waters somewhat.’’ 

The accident to the ship to which the cap- 
tain referred, created a panic on board. No 
one, however, was seriously injured. ,Some- 
thing happened to theengines at Newfound- 
land banks, which delayed the vessel coming 
in. 


TERRIBLE FLOODS IN CHINA, 


Fally One Thousand Lives Lost, and Much 
Property Destroyed. 


San Francisco, Cal., February 6.—A let- 
ter from Shanghai gives the details of terrible 
floods and famine which have prevailed re- 
cently in the interior districts of northern 
China. 

The governor ?fgeneral of Li-Hang-Chang 
reports that the people of Schuan have suf- 
fered terribly by flood, which destroyed tem- 
ples, bridges and city walls in no less than ten 
districts. In Wen-Chuan the loss of life will 
reach fully 1,000. Immediately following 
the flood at Pol Chang a fire broke out 
and destroyed thirty-five houses. 
Other places houses were burned to the num- 
ber of 200. The suffering among the poor is 
something terrible. The roads everywhere are 
ditticult of passage, and crowds of starving 
wretches on their way to Shanghai, and how 
to deal with them will be an anxious and diffi- 
cult problem for those in power to solve. Corn 
and millet are selling at the fairs along the 

teat road to Paotin and San-si at exactly 
st the price of one year ago. Kaoliang 
stalks for fuel cannot be had at any price, and 
for building purposes they bring 80 cash 
(4 cents) per stalk. Cotton, one of the staple 
products near Cho-Con, is an entire failure 
this year, thus bringing up the price beyond 
the purchase of the poor.

A NEGRO-LOVING PROFESSOR 


Causes Excitement in a North Carolina 
Town--An Indignation Meeting. 

REIDSVILLE, N. C., February 8.—[{Special.] 
This town has been stirred from center to 
circumference for the past few days on ac- 
count of the action which the superintendent 
of the graded schools took in a “rumpus” 
which occurred between a white pupil and a 
negro boy. It seems that a white boy and a 
negro had a fight near the school grounds, and 
Superintendent E. L. Hughes took the part of 
the negro, and the white boy was severely 
chastised for the part he took. 

This, of itself, was enough to condemn Pro- 
fessor Hughes in the eyes of the good people 
of the town; but, not satisfied with this, Pro- 
fessor Hughes added to this insult by saying 
that the negroes of this place, as far as he 
could see, were more orderly and better be- 
haved than the whites. 

This so thoroughly aroused the citizens that 
they came to the conclusion that some action 
should be taken in the matter. A band of 
men started to the home of Professor Hughes 
with no other intention but to frail him, but 
they were persuaded by some older citizens 
not to be so rash, and feeling satisfied with 
what the older heads said—that the matter 
could be sifted—they retraced their steps. 

A few days after this, Miss Agnes Jones, 
one of the teachers, informed her pupils that 
they must raise their Lats to the negro teach- 
ers in the colored graded school. This added 
more fire to the already blazing tempers of our 
citizens, and now tie entire town is at a fever

NORTH CAROLINA’S RAILROADS, 


The Railway Commission Bill—The Exten- 
siom of a Line. 

RALEIGH, N. C., February 8.—{Special. |— 
The legislature yesterday passed a bill incorpo- 
rating the Wilmington and Southern railway, 
which is to extend from Wilmington to 


Southport. 

The long expected debate on the railway 
commission bill began at noon yesterday in 
the senate. A great number of prominent 
railway men were present. 

Early in the session a joint special commit- 
tee on the commission was created, and to this 
all matters on the subject were referred. The 
majority ofthe committee report a bill pro- 
viding for a commission with rate-making 
powers, whilé Senators Grigsby and Walker 
submit as a minority report, a bill providing 
for a commission with merely advisory powers. 
Grigsby and Walker both spoke in favor of 
their bill, while Butler and Aycock spoke in 
favor of the majority bill. The discussion will 
be resumed Monday afternoon in the house. 

The directors of the Atlantic and North 
Carolina railway, which extends from More- 
head City to Goldsboro, yesteday made formal 
application to the legislature to amend the 
charter as to allow an extension westward from 
Goldsboro. Thestate owns a majority of the 
stock in this road. 

A resolution has been adopted raising a 
special committee to look into all matters con- 
nected with the Petersburg and the Wilming- 
ton and Weldon railways, and ascertain 
wether the latter road does not owe the state 
back taxes amounting to some $50,000. 


THE TONNAGE BILL. 


The Richmond Board of Trade Urge Its 
Passage. 

Ricumonp, Va., February 8.—[Special.]— 
The board of directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce held a special meeting last night to 
consider what is commonly known as the 
tonnage bill now pending in congress, which 
provides for a percentage allowance by the 
government to all American vessels, steamers 
or otherwise, which go to foreign ports.

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LOTS OF LUMBER. 


The Big Train That Passed Through Macon 
En Route to Savannah. 


Macon, Ga., February 8.—[Special.]}—The 
first section of a train of seventy-five cars 
arrived in Macon Friday via the Georgia 
Southern road, and left Macon over the Cen- 
tral for Savannah. It consisted of a solid 
train of twenty-six cars loaded with 250,000 
feet of yellow-pine lumber, consigned to Salas 
& Wylly. The lumber was manufactured b 
the Parrott Lumber Company at Richmond, 
on the Georgia Southern and Florida railroad, 
about twelve miles from Cordele, and came 
from Richmond to Macon and thence to Sa- 
vannah. 

The Savannah News in noticing the arrival 
of the train at Savannah, says: ‘‘The other 
two sections will follow shortly, one by way 
of Valdosta and the Savannah, Florida and 
Western Railway Company, and the other by 
way of Lyonsand the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery railroad. 

“The first train was run through as fast 
freight, and had the right of way over all 
trains bound east. The feature of this ship- 
ment is its size, and, also, the decorations on 
the cars. It was probably the largest 
single lumber shipment by rail that 
ever came into the city in one. solid 
train of cars. Thetrain was decorated with 
large painted canvas signs, which attracted 
considerable attention in Macon and along 
the route. The cars were covered on each 
side with banners printed with the following 
letters: ‘Salas & ylly’s lumber train No. 
1, which has the right of way over all trains 
bound east.’ 

“On another side it read, ‘Manufactured by 
Parrot Lumber Company.’ On another side, 
‘Savannah is our headquarters and we are 
here to stay. Mill men are our friends. We re- 
quire 50,000,000 feet yearly.’ ”’

THR BOOK OF JOB, 


And Delivers ‘Elegant Sermon to His Con- | 


gregation, M of Whom Deotare Their 
Intention of | ing Christian Lives. 


New Yorn- February 8, 1891.—[Special.) 
—Dr. Talmage’s sermons have set thou- 
sands of of: the people of New 
York to serious thinking on religious 
matters. At every service now, men and 
women rise in al] parts of the house to inti- 
mate their desire that the Christians present 
would pray for their conversion, and after the 
regular service is concluded they speedily oc- 
cupy the orchestra chairs while Dr. Talmage 
and the large corps of workers who are help- 
ing him listen to their difficulties and give 
them advice. Tearful eyes and convulsive 
sobs bear testimdny to the earnestness of the 
seekers. The Mew York Herald estimates 
that during Janyary alone over a thousand 
persons declared*their resolve to live Cnhris- 
tian lives. Dr. Talmage’s sermon this even- 
ing, which he also preached in the Brooklyn 
Academy of Music in the morning, was ffom 
Job virr: 22: *‘Hast thou entered into the 
treasures of the ynow ?”’

where snow seldom or never fell—I find many 
of these beautiful congelations. Though the 
writers may seldom o-) never have felt the 
cold touch of the snowtake on their cheek, 
they had in sight two mountains, the tops of 
which were suggestive.

The first time we find 
adeep fall of snow inthe Bible is where 
Samuel describes a fight between Benaiah and 
alion in a pit; and though the snow may 
have crimsoned under the wounds of 
both man and brute, the shaggy monster 
rolled over deadand the giant was victor. 
But the snow js notfully recognized in the 
Bible until God interrogates Job, the scientist, 
concerning its ‘wonders, saying: ‘“‘Hast thou 
entered into the treasures of the snow ?”’ 

I rather think that Job may have examined 
the snowflake with a microscope; for, although 
it is supposed: that the microscope was in- 
vented long after Job’s time, there had been 
wonders of glass long before the microscope 
and telescope df later day were thought of.

Mark’s cathedrals, Alambrs and Sydenham 
palaces innumerable. I know it depends 
much on our own condition what impression 
these flying meteors of the snow make. I 
shall not forget two rough and unpretending 
woodcuts] which I saw in my boyhood side by 
side: one picture of a prosperous farmhouse 
with all signs of comfort, and a lad, warmly 
clothed, looking out of the door upon the first 
flurry of snow, and his mind no doubt filled 
with the sound of jingling sleigh-bells, and the 
frolic with playfellows in the deep banks, and 
he, clapping his hands and shouting: ‘It 
snows!

° time was looking at a map that spread 
before him his vast dominions, and he could 
not find Great Britain on the aap, and he 
called in his erony’ | and said: ‘‘Where is 
Great Britain that [ hear so much about?” 

It is under your thumb,’ said the secretary, 
and the emperor raised his hand from the ma 
and saw the country he was looking for. An 
itis high time that we find this mighty realm 
of G close by, and under our own little 
finger. To ar yee out of His memory would 

to resign omniscience. To refuse you 
His protection would be to abdicate His 
omnipotence. When you tell me that He is 
the God of Jupiter and the God of Mercury 
and the God of Saturn, you tell me something 
80 vast that I cannot comprehend it. But if 
you tell me that He is the God of the snow- 
flake, you tell me something I can hold and 
méasure and realize. Thus the smallest snow- 
flake contains a jewel-case of comfort.

Behold, also, in the snow the treasure of ac- 
cumulated power. During a snowstorm let 
an apothecary, accustomed to weigh most de- 
licate. quantities, hold his weighing scales out 
of the window and let one flake fall on the 
surface of the scales and it will not even make 
ittremble. When you want to express ex- 
treme triviality of weight you say, ‘Light asa 
feather ;”’ but a snowflake is much lighter. It 
18 just twenty-four times lighter than water. 
And yet the accumulation of these flakes broke 
down, a few days ago, in sight of my house, six 
telegraph poles, made helpiess police and fire 
departments, and halted rail trains with two 
thundering locomotives. We have already 
learned so much of the power of electricit 
that we have become careful how we connl 
the electric wire, and in many a case a touch 
has been death, But, a few days ago, the snow 
put its hand on most of these wires and tore 
them down as though they were cobwebs. The 
snow said: ‘‘You seem afraid of the thunder- 
bolt; I will catch it and hurl it to the ground. 
Your boasted electric lights adorning your 
cities with bubbles of fire, I will put out as 
easily as your ancestors snuffed out a tallow 
candle.” The snow put its finger on the lip 
of our cities that were talking with each other 
and they went into silence, uttering nota 
word.

In March, 1888, the snow stopped America.

What tragedies of 
the snow have been witnessed by the monks 
of St. Bernard, who, for ages have with the 
dogs been busy in_ extricating be- 
wildered and overwhelmed _ travelers 
in Alpine storms, the dogs with blanket fas- 
tened to their backs and flasks of spirits fas- 
tened to their neck, to resuscitate the helpless 
travellers, one of these dogs decorated with a 
medal for having saved the lives of twenty-two 
persons, tlie brave beast himself slain of the 
snow on that day when accompanying a Pied- 
montese courier on the way to hig anxious 
household down the mountain, the wife and 
children of the Pledmontese courier coming up 
the mountain insearch of him, an avalanche 
covered all under the pyramids higher than 
those under which the Egyptian monarchs 
sleep their sleep of the ages. What an illus- 
tration of the tragedies of the snow is found in 
that scene between Glencoe and Glencreran 
one February, in Scotland, where Ronald 
Cameron comes forth to bring to his father’s 
house his cousin Flora MacDonald, for the 
celebration of a birthday, and the calm day 
turns into a hurricane.of white fury that leaves 
Ronald and Flora as dead, to be resuscitated 
by the shepherds. What an exciting struggle 
had Bayard Taylor among the wintry Appe- 
nines. 

In the winter of 1812, by a similar force the 
destiny of Europe was decided. The French 
army marched up toward Moscow 500,000 men. 
What can resist them? Not bayonets, but the 
dumb elements overwhelm that host. Napoleon 
retreats from Moscow with about 200,000 men, 
a mighty nucleus for another campaign after 
he gets back to Paris. The morningof October 
19th, when they start for home is bright and 
béautiful. The air is tonic, and, although this 
Russian campaign has been a failure, Napoleon 
will try again in some other direction with his 
host of brave surviving Frenchmen. But a

of Lodi, and Eylau, and Austerlitz where 
three great armies, commanded by three em- 
perors, surrendered to him, now himself sur- 
renders tothe snowflakes. Historians do not 
seem to recognize that tho tide in 
that man’s life turned from Decem- 
ber 16th, 1809, when he banished, 
by hideous divorce, his wife Josephine from 
the palace, and so challenged the Almighty, 
and the Lord charged upon him from the 
fortress of the sky with ammunition of 
crystal. Snowed under! Billions, trillions, 
quadrillions, quintillions of tlakes did the work. 
And what a suggestion of accumulative power, 
and what arebuke toallof us who get dis- 
couraged because we cannot do much, and, 
therefore, do nothing. 

“Oh,’’ says some one, “I would like to stop 
the forces of sin and crime that are marching 
for the conquest of the nations; but I am no- 
body, [ have neither wealth nor eloquence nor 
sccial power. Whatean Ido?” My brother, 
how much do you weigh? as much as a snow- 
flake ?’’ ‘‘Oh yes.’”’ Then do your share. It is 
an aggregation of small influences that will yet 
put thislost worid back into the bosom of a 
pardoning God. Alas, that there are so many 
men and women, who will not use the one tal- 
lent because they have not ten, and wili not 
give a penny because they cannot give 
a dollar, and will not speak as well 
as they can because they are not elo- 
quent, and will not be a snowflake be- 
cause they cannot be an avalanche. In 
earthly wars the generals get about all the 
credit, but in the war for God and righteous- 
ness and heaven all the private soldiers will 
get crowns of victory unfailing. When we 
reach heaven ~ by the grace of God may we all 
arrive there—I do not think we will be able to 
begin the new song right away, because of the 


wards given. As we are being conducted 
along the street to our celestial residence, we 
will bogis to ask where live some of those who 
were mighty on earth. We will ask, ‘‘Is so- 
and-so here?’ and the answer will be: ‘Yes, 
I think he is in the city, but we don’t hear 
much from him; he was good and he got in, 
but he took most of his pay in earthly ap- 
plause; he had enough grace to get through 
the gate, but just where he lives I know not.

The to 
go up when her troubles and privations and 
consecration began on earth, and it so hap- 
pened—what a heavenly coincidence!—that 
the Jast stroke of the trowel of amethyst on 
those walls was given the hour she entered 
heaven. You know nothing of her. On earth 
her name was only once in the newspapers, 
and that among the columm of the dead, but 
she is mighty up here. There she comes now, 
out of her palace grounds, in her chariot be- 
hind those two white horses, fora ride on the 
banks of the river that flows from 
under the throne of God. Let me 
see. Did you not have in your world 
below an old classic which says something 
about ‘“‘These are they who came out of great 
tribulation, and they shall reign forever and 
ever ?”’ 

AS8 We pass up the street I find a good many 
on foot, and say to the dragoman, “Who are 
these?”” And when their name is announced 
I recognize that some of them were on earth 


] great poets and great orators and great mer- 


chants and great warriors, and when I express 
my surprise about their going afoot, the drago- 
man says, ‘In this country people are re- 
warded not according to the number of their 
earthly talents, but according to the use they 
made of what they had.’’ And then I thonght 
to myself: ‘‘Why, that theory would make a 
snowflake that falls cheerfully and in the 
right place, and does all the work assigned it, 
as honorable as a whole Mont Blanc of snow- 
flakes.’’ ‘Yes, yes,"’ says the celestial drago- 
man. ‘Many of these pearls that you find on 
the foreheads of the righteous, and many of 
the gems in the jewel case of prince and 
princess, are only the petrified snowflakes of 
earthly tempest, for God does not forget the 
promise made in regard to them: ‘They 
shall be mine, said the Lord of hosts, in the 
day when I make up my jewels.’”” Accumu- 
lated power! All the prayers and charities 
and kindnesses and talents of all the good 
centered and compacted will be the world’s 
evangelization. This thought of the aggrega- 
tion of the many smalls into that one mighty 
is another treasure of the snow. 

Another treasure of the snow is the suggos- 
tion of the usefulness of sorrow. Absence of 
snew last winter made all nations sick. That 
snowless winter has not yet ended its disasters. 
Within a few weeks it put tens of thousands 
into the grave and left others in homes and 
hospitals grateelly to godown. Called by a 
trivial name, the Russian “‘grip,’’ it was an in- 
ternational plague. Plenty of snow means 
public health. There is no medicine that so 
soon cures the world’s malarias as these white 
pellets that the clouds administer. Pellets 
sinall enough to be homeopathic, but in such 
large doses as to be allopathic, and melting 
soon enough to be hydropathic. Like a sponge, 
every flake absorbs unhealthy gases. The ta- 
bles of mortality in New York and Brooklyn 
immediately lessened when the snows of last 
December began to fall. The snow is one of 
the grandest and best of the world’s doctors. 

Yes; it is necessary for the land’s productive- 
ness. Greatsnows in winter are generally 
followed by great harvests next summer. 
Scientific analysis has shown that snow con- 
tains a larger percentage of ammonia than 
rain, and hence its greater power of enrich- 
ment. And besides that, it is a white blanket 
to keep the earth warm. An examination of 
snow in Siberia showed that it was 100 degrees 
warmer under the snow than above the snow. 
Aipine plants perished in the mild winter of 
England for lack of enough snow to keep them 
warm. Snow strikes back the rich gases 
which otherwise. would escape in the air and 
be lost. Thank God for the snows, and may 
those of February be as plentiful as those of 
December and January have been, high and 
deep and wide and enriching; then the harv- 
ests next July will embroider with gold 
this entire American continent. But 
who with any analogical faculty 
can notice that out of such chill as the 
snow comes the wheat, without realizing that 
chilling sorrows produce harvests of grace! 
The strongest Christians, without any excep- 
tion, are those who were by bereavement or 
sickness or poverty or persecution, or all of 
them togother, snowed under, and again and 
again Jsnowed under. These snowstorms fof 
trouble! They kill the malarias of the soul. 
They drive us out of worldly dependence to 
God. Call the roll of all the eminently pious 
of all the ages and you will find them the sons 
and daughters of sorrow. The Maronites say 
that one characteristic of the cedar tree is that 
when the air is full of snow, and it begms to 
descend, the tree lifts its branches in a way 
better to receive the snow and bear up under 
it, and I know by much observation that the 
grandest cedars of Christian character lift 
higher their branches toward God when the 
snows of trouble are coming. Lord Nelson’s 
coffin was made out of the masts of the ship 
L’Orient in which he had fought so bravely, 
and your throne inheaven, O suffering child 
of God, will be built out of conquered earthly 
disasters. What gave John Bunyan such 
a wondrous dream of the celestial city? 
The Bedford penitentiary. What gave 
Richard Baxter such power to tellof the 
Saints’ Everlasting Rest, and give his immor- 
tal Callto the Unconyerted? Physical dis- 
ease which racked every nerve of his body. 
What made George Whitefield so mighty in 
saving souls, bringing ten thousand to God 
when others brought a hundred? Persecution 
that caricatured and assailed him all 
up and down England, and _ dead 
vermin thrown in his face when he 
was preaching. What mellowed and 
glorified Wilberforce’s Christian character? A 
financiai misfortune that led him to write: 
‘‘T know not why my life is spared so long ex- 
cept it be to show that a man can be as happy 
without a fortune as with one.”’ What gave 
John Milton such keen spiritual eyesight that 


| he could see the battle of the angels? Extin- 


guishmentof physical eyesight. What is the 
highest observatory for studying the stars of 


surprise we shall feel at the comparative re-. 


hope and faith and spiritual promise? The 
believer’s sickbed. What proclaims the richest 
and most golden harvests that wave on all the 
hills of heavenly rapture? The snows, the 
deep snows, the awful snows of earthy calam- 
ity. And that comforting thought is one of 
the treasures of the snow. 

Another treasure of the snow is the sugges- 
tion that this mantle covering the earth is like 
the soul after it is forgiven. ‘‘Wash me,” 
said the Psalmist, ‘‘and I shall be whiter than 
snow.’ My dear friend Gashierie De Witt 
went over to Geneva, Switzerland, for the re- 
covery of his health, but the Lord had some- 
thing better for him than earthly recovery. 
Little did I think when I bade him good-bye 
one lovely afternoon on the other side of the 
sea to return to America, that we would not 
meet again till we meetin heaven. Ashe lay 
one Sabbath morning on his dying pillow in 
Switzerland, the window open, he was looking 
upon Mont Blanc. The air was ‘clear. That 
great mountain stood in its robe or snow, 
glittering in the morning light, and my 
friend said to his wife: ‘Jennie, do you 
know what that snow on Mont Blanc 
makes me think of? It makes me think that 
the righteousness of Christ, and the pardon of 
God cover all the sins, and imperfections of 
my life, as that snowcovers up that moun- 
tain, forthe promiseis that though our sins 
be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow.”’ 
Was not that glorious! I do not care who you 
are, or where you are, you need as much as [ 
do that cleansing, which made Gashieric De 
Witt good, while he lived, and glorious when 
he died. Do not takeit as the tenetof an 
obsolete theology that our natureis corrupt. 
We must be changed. We must be made 
overjagain. The ancients thought that snow- 
water had especial powerto wash out dee 
stains. All other water might fail, but sabieed 
snow would make them clean. Well, Job had 
great admiration for snow, but he declares in 
substance thatif heshould wash his soul in 
melted snow, he would still be covered with 
mud like a man down in a ditch. (Jobrx: 30.) 
‘‘If I wash myselfin snow water, and make 
my hands never so clean, yet shait thou 
plunge me in the ditch and mine own clothes 
shall abhor me.’””’ We must be washed in the 
fountain of God’s mercy, before we can be whiter 
than snow. ‘‘Without holiness, no man shal! 
see the Lord.”” Oh, for the cleansing power! 

If there be in all this audience one man or 
woman whose thoughts have always been 
right, and whose words always right, and 
whose actions always right, let such a one rise, 
orif already standing, lift the right hand. 
Not one! All we, like sheep, have gone astray. 
Unclean! unclean! And yet we may be 
whiter than snow, whither than that which, on 
a cold winter’s morning, after a night of 
storm, clothes the tree from bottom of trunk 
to top of highest branch; whiter than that 
which, this hour, makes the Adirondacks and 
the Sierra Nevada and Mount Washington 
heights of pomp and splendor fit to enthrone

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The Silver Ratio. 

A correspondent writing from Augusta, 
and signing himself ‘‘X. Y. Z.,’’ sends us 
the following contribution to the discus- 
sion of the silver question: 

Every one is aware of the fact that the cur- 
rency of the country is insufficient to meet the 
demands of business, and imbued with that idea, 


there is no objection to free coinage in itself, but 
if we flood the country with silver money, will the 
countries of Europe receive it as a fair equality to 
onr gold” The whole difficulty of the question is 
summed in this, not the amount, but the quality 
of silver we propose to coin. Can the United 
States, in defiance of common opinion, say that so 
much silver represents s0 much gold, when the 
whole world, on the other hand, says you must 
put more silver into your dollars to make it the 
equal of your gold? France has done better than 
we have. She has met the world’s demand, ac- 
cepted her standard and has given her the amount 
of silvershe demands as the parity of her gold. 
Noone, no mattet how great his patriotism or 
faith in the power of the United States, can 
believe that she can force the world, and com- 
mence to receive an arbitrary Valuation of so 
much silver to so much gold, And unless you put 
more silver in your dollars the world will reject 
it,and our gold will purchase morein foreign 
ports than our silver will. 

Our correspondent magnifies the impor- 
tance of his suggestion. There is no objec- 
tion to the coinage of silver at the Latin 
union ratio of 15} tol. In 1834 the United 
States adopted the ratio of 16 for 1, it having 
been heretofore 15 for1. This act prac- 
tically put an end to the coinage of silver in 
this country, for, as France continued to 
coin the metal at the ratio of 154 for 1, the 
silver owners and producers found more 
profit in sending it to tothe French mints 
than in having it coined ip this country. 
From 1834 to 1873 the ratio of silver coin- 
age in this country was 16 for 1, and yet 
there was no complaint from the business 
men of the country, and apparently no com- 
plaint, because it was not received abroad. 
The people of the United States were better 
off then, so far as the circulation of money 


is concerned, than they are tonay, and there 


seemed to be no grief on the part of. the 
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financiers, because the European people 
were not engaged in a scram ble to secure our 
silver money. | 

The most important thin; to bring about 
is the free coinage of silver;: When that is 
accomplished, the white metal will be re- 
monetized, and the gold gountries will be 
put on notice that the people of the United 
States intend to stand ota financial plat- 
form of their own makings’ When we have 
free coinage established, it will be time 
enough to talk about an international ratio. 
That is properly the work: of a -monetary 
commission, and to arrange it, such a com- 
mission is probably necessary. 

Before deciding what sort of seasoning to 
putin the rabbit stew, it is necessary to 
catch your rabbit. After free coinage has 
been established beyond peradventure, it 
will be time enough to talk about arranging

Two Picturesque Figures. 

Practically speaking, it may be said that 
only two republican statesmen of any 
prominence survived their party’s great dis- 
aster last fall. These two tribunes, it goes 
without saying, are Thomas Brockett Reed 
and Julius Cesar Burrows. 

It is always interesting to view the sur- 
vivors of a wreck, and watch their actions. 
In the next congress Reed will doubtless be 
the leader of the minority in the house, and 
he will be ably seconded by Burrows, who is 
well versed in all the crooked ways of par- 
liamentary fighting. But, after all, there 
will be only to republican leaders in the 
house, and without McKinley, Cannon and 
the rest of the gang they will be a lonesome 
pair. 

The democrats will run the next house 
with no opposition to amount to anything. 
They will have everything their own way, 
and Messrs. Reed and Burrows will raise 
their helpless and hopeless voices in vain. 
And yet an extraordinary degree of interest 
will center in these two leaders of a forlorn 
hope. Bold, brainy and full of daring 
schemes, the ex-speaker and his lieutenant 
will be skirmishing at the front all the time, 
and they will bear watching. The discus- 
sion of the economic problems now upper- 
most in the public mind will tend to com- 
plicate the political sitpation in congress, 
and a big democratic majority in the house 
will be of little use unless the members get 
together and pull together on the tariff, free 
coinage and certain important financial re- 
forms. Under the circumstances, such vet- 
erans as Reed and Burrows should be very 
closely watched. ‘Their concessions, com- 
_promises and other little tricks will be 
simply so many devices to disintegrate the 
democratic majority inthe house. The only 
safe way to deal with these alert foemen is 
to squelch them whenever they show their 
heads. 
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Cotton Movement and Consumption. 

The New York Financial Chronicle has a 
review of the first five months of the 
cotton season, embracing the period from 
September 1, 1890, to February 1, 1891. The 
figures show that, although the amount 
carried overland isa little less in January 
than last season, the port receipts have been 
so large that the staple has been more rap- 
idly marketed during January of the current 
year than ever before in any corresponding 
month. In fact, the net amount brought 
into sight in the month reaches nearly one 
million bales—to be exact, 972,106 bales— 
against 780,525 bales in 1890 and 803,565 
bales in 1883, the previous highest total. 
Spinners have not been such free takers of 
cotton as in the month of last year, but for 
the season to date the deliveries to them 
have been 29,777 bales more than in 1889-90,

The gross overland movement ia January 
has been 239,531 bales, or 38,756 bales less 
than for the same month in 1890. Con- 
trasted with 1889, however, there is a gain 
of nearly thirty-seven thousand bales, the 
total then being 202,688 bales. For the sea- 
son to date the excess over last year is 54,- 
562 bales and compared with 1888-89 it 
reaches 94,851 bales. The movement via 
St. Louis, Hannibal and Louisville has fur- 
ther increased during the month, but through 
Cairo and Cincinnati less cotton has been 
moved. 

The net for the month also exhibits a loss 
from 1890, but it is less important -than in 
the gross, being only 13,047 bales, the aggre- 
gate net reaching 149,127 bales, against 162,- 
174 bales a year ago. There is, moreover, a 
considerable gain contrasted with 1889. The 
total for the five months records an excess 
over last year of 69,399 bales and is nearly 
one hundred thousand bales greater than for 
1888-89. 

Receipts at the ports have reached a total 
much heavier than ever before recorded in 
January, being 859,979 bales, which con- 
pares with 700,909 bales and 718,001 bales 
respectively in the like month of the pre- 
vious two years, The aggregate for the five 
months is 355,500 bales’ greater than for 
1889-90, and contrasted§with 1888-89 shows 
an increase of 852,025 bales. All of the im- 
portant southern ports except New Orleans 
have shared in the gain over last year, and 
at New Orleans the difference is less pro- 
nounced than at the close of December. 

Foreign exports continue on a very liberal 
scale, the shipments during January having 
been 744,945 bales, as against 595,281 bales 
last year and 580,377 bales in 1889. The 
season’s total is now 172,326 bales heavier 
than in 1889-90, and exceeds the aggregate 
forthe preceding year by 750,124 bales. 
Port stocks have been reduced only about 
seven thousand bales in January and are 
much ahead of a year ago. 

Southern spinners have taken 290,000 
bales since September Ist, an increase of 20,- 
000 bales over 1889-90. Northern spinners 
have taken during the same period 1,434,233, 
an increase of 29,777 over 1889-90,

General Superintendent Anderson, Traine 
master Wylie and Train Dispatcher 
Beardsley Have Resigned. 


What does it all mean? 

Three officers of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad have resigned inas many days, and 
the above question is being passed all around 
the local railroad world. 

General Superintendent Anderson, of the 
Western and Atlantic road, resigned his po- 
sition Saturday, and President Thomas yge 
terday morning appointed Mr. J. L. McCul- 
lom, general agent of the two roads at Chatta- 


nooga, in his place. 
Major Robert A. Anderson was the oldest 
and one ofthe most efficient officers of the 


road. 

He joined his fortunes with it about thirty 
years ago and has served it in every capacity 
on the railroad calendar, his period 
of service being uninterrupted. Under the old 
management he was the principal of the road, 
his title being general manager. 

Major Anderson exactly resembles Jay 
Gould in one respect—his simplicity of man- 
ner and his retiring nature. At the same time 
he was very popular with both the public and 
the employes of the road. 

What his resignation means is not known, 
ashe was highly thought of by President 
Thomas. Major Anderson, as is well known, 
makes few, if any, confidants, and nobody 
knows to what he will turn his attention next. 
Some think his object was primarily to take a 
much needed rest. 

Mr. J. L. McCullom, successor of Major 
Anderson, isa railroad man of long experi- 
ence. 

He started in the railroad business twenty- 
five years ago in a minor capacity on the Ala 
bama and Chattanooga road, now the Ala 
bama Great Southern. 

After five years’ experience with that road, 
he went to the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis road, where he has filled almost every 
position. 

For a considerable period previous to §the 
transfer of the lease, he was general agent at 
Chattanooga, and upon the lease of the West- 
ern and Atlantic he was made joint agent ol 
the two roads. 

Mr. McCullom is well known by the em- 

loyes of the road, and while they regret losing 
Major Anderson, were unanimous in expres- 
sions of approval of his successor. 

‘‘When does this change take place?’’ was 
asked of General Passenger Agent Harmon 
yesterday. 

“Well, Mr. Anderson resigned yesterday, I 
understand, and Mr. McCullom, his successor, 
nas already arrived to take charge of the 
office.’’ 

‘*What significance has the resignation ?”’ 

‘*Haven’t the least idea. I have seen Mr. 
McCullom and know only what I haye told 
you; no more.”’ 


Captain Dave Wylie has resigned his posi- 
tionas master of trains of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. Captain Wylie entered the 
service of this road as brakeman in September 
1865, five years before the old lessees took hold 
ofit. Strict attention to business gained him 
promotion to baggagemaster, then to freight 
conductor, then to passenger conductor, fol- 
lowed by his A ome ay to the position of 
yard master. nder the new management his 
title was changed to master of trains, his 
duties remaining the same as before. 

Genial, whole-souled and generous, Cap- 
tain Dave isoneof the most popular men 
in Atlanta. He is highly esteemed by Presi- 
dent Thomas, both on account of his thorough 
knowledge of the duties of yard and train 
management and his long term of conscientious 
performance of duty. is usual custom was 
to commence work at 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and work through to a late hour in the 
night, and only his iron constitution enabled 
him to bear es under the strain. 

Superintendent Anderson was loth to 
accept Captain Wylie’s resignation, and en- 
deavored - camate him from his 
P . s 
railroad circles, however, that his action 
is final, as he has business interests that demand 
his attention. He is largely interested in the 
new livery stable now being erected by Venable 
Brothers on Forsyth street, is the senior mem- 
ber of the undertaking firm of Wylie & Bar- 
clay, holds stock in a gold mine in Fannin 
county and a marble quarry. 


Mr. Charles Beardsley, the efficient train dis- 
patcher of the Western and Atlantic, has also 
resigned, March Ist being the date upon which 
he will take leave of the road with which he 
has been so long connected. 

Mr. Beardsley has been with the road since 
the date of commencement of the old 
lease, first as operator and then in the impor- 
tant and responsible position of dispatcher of 
trains. 


Eversince the expiration of the old lease 
the affairs of the road at this end of the route 
have been in an unsettled state. Many of the 
employers have been working on, at the same 
time half expecting dismissal, and such a 
condition of things has tended to demoralize 
them. President Thomas will arrivein the 
city today, and will probably be 
here all the week. It is understood among in- 
terested men that his mission is to straighten 
things up again, fill vacancies caused by 
resignations, etc., and ithas been whispered 
around, too, that other resignations than those 
above mentioned, are about to be handed in. 

Mr. A. B. Bostwick, now assistant superin- 
tendent of the road, has for several days past 
been acting temporarily as trainmaster. He 
has been offered the position vacated by Cap- 
tain Wylie, but it is thought he will not 
accept.

Here the pope reigns supreme, and has at 
tis beck and call hundreds of clerics, cham- 
erlains, ctc. He is protected by a body of 
‘Wiss Roman Catholic soldiers, all splendid 
pecimens of young manhood. 

There are a number of factions in this hard- 
ooking old building, and in them are made 
he furniture, sacred vessels, draperies, em- 
roideries, etc., of the majority of European 
Zomish churches. A principal feature ofthis 
thief source of the pope’s revenue is the man- 
afacture of the beautiful mosaic ornamenta- 
tion which is seen all over Europe, and in the 

making of which the pope has almost an ex- 
elusive monopoly. 
_ The vatican was named after a hill, Mons 
Vaticanus, uvon the side of whichit was built. 


The vatican was first occupied about 500, and 


one of its first occupants was the Emperor 
Charlemagne. 

The celebrated Sistine chapel was built by 
St. Sixtus, in 1475. Here are elected the 
popes. The method of electing a man to the 
papal chair would seem to the democracy of 
America out of the common, to say the least.

Eight years ago thero were no societies in 
the church; now there are ‘five, the Home 
Mission, Foreign Mission, Young Ladies’, 
Young Men’s and Eearnest Workers. In- the 

unday school eight years ago were 198 
cholars; now there are 900, which includes 
the four mission schools established. In the 
Central Church school are 400 scholars. 

The Georgia Avenue Presbyterian church, 
formerly a mission and founded by the Cen- 
tral, is now an independent and _ self-support- 
ing organization, with sixty. worshipers and 
150 Sunday school scholars: The pastor is Rev. 
Mr. Pope. 

The Wallace Presbyterian church was also 
established as a mission by the Central, and it, 
too, is fnowfindependent and self-supporting, 
with a congregation of forty and a Sunday 
school with 150 members. It pays its pastor, 
Rev. G. L. Clarke, a salary of 3700.4 year. 

The Central has established a mission Sab- 
bath school at the glass works with seventy- 
five scholars, and another at Edgewood with 
ninety scholars. 

The Centzal has also helped to organize the 
Fourth and’ West End churches.

Thetop of the calendar is bordered with a 
vignette of a Manhattan Indian, surrounded 
with all the paintand implements of war. This 
artistic border is copied from the company’s new 
suvivorship dividend policy, acopy of which is 
printed in full on the left side of the calendar, 
and issued upon the life of Mr. Henry B. Stokes, 
president of the company. On the right stands 
majestically Bartholdi’s statue of liberty in the 
bay, with the city of New York in the distance. It 
is truly an artistic piece of work, and is a de- 
sirable thing to have in the house. 

The Cardiff Giant.—There was a traveling man 
in Atlanta a few days ago who saw the celebrated 
“Cardiff Giant,” that created some excitement in 
the scientific world several years back, and he 
gave this short history of that great hoax: There 
had been some dispute, it seems, ina New York 
town between the clergyman and a citizen of the 
place as to the existence of giants in former years, 
anil to prove his side of the cause, the citizen re- 
sorted to the petrified body. A large block of 
stone was found at some point out West and 
shipped to Chicago, where it was shaped into 
human form. A water-worn appearance was given 
it by a process of sand-rubbing. and the pores of 
the skin were imitated by pounding the image 
with leaden hammers filled with needles. Ink 
and sulphuric acid gave it an antique appearance. 
The immense giant, about. twelve feet tall, was 
then shipped in sawdust to the town in New York, 
where it was buried with secrecy and ,allowed to 
remain a year. Atthe end of that time some 
workmen in digging a wellcame upon it. Great 
interest was taken in the discovery by scientists, 
who unhesitatingly pronounced it the petrified 
remains of a giant. A half interest in the stone 
image was sold for $30,000, and it was many 
months before the fraud was discovered.

Stuart Robson's Hotel Experience—Some 
Theatrical Managers—The Theater 
This Week. 


ene 


“The absolate divorce now in force between the 
business end of theatrical enterprises and the art 
they are popularly supposed to uphold and sup- 
port isa matter of deepest regret to those of us 
who are old fogy enough to remember that there 
was a timein the history of the stage when we 
were taught that something besides the dullars 
and cents of it was to bo considered.” 

He was an old-timer in oné sense, but, though 
he used it himself, tho term “old fogy” does not 
rightly apply tohim. A dramatist of note he WAs, 
and one of the few men connected with the “busi- 
ness end of theatrical enterprises’ of whom it can 
be said that he recognizes the true jaims and pur: 
poses of the stage. 

“You seeit inthe men who rule the stace of 
this country,” he continued. “The force of my 
remark must strike you who are thrown with the 
managers and the stars of these road:companies, 
butit strikes the insiderin New York fully as 
forcibly. Have you ever thought of the beginnings 
of the men whocontro! jtheatrical affairs in New 
York, and their associations? The control of the 
Stage of the metropolis means, practically, the 
control of ourartin this country. Run through 
the list. What one of them seems to recognize 
the existence of art? Only one, and that is. Mr. 
Daly. No matter what we may say about Mr. 
Daly's idiosyncrasies, he isthe only man in the 
lot who is doing anything for our art. Frank 
Sanger is an old actor and aclever gentleman; but 
the Broadway is runon a renting plan, which 
means that the manager simply sits down and 
takes in the dollars. Harry Miner is the cleverest 
cof the lot, but he has no ideas of real art. Mr. 
Palmer, who makesa great blow about himseif, 
Stands simply as the theatrical representative of 
the Anglo-maniac craze, and has no use for any- 
thing American. The Aronsons and the Froh- 
mans, true to their|Hebraic proclivities,are for the 
almighty dollar and can see nothing else. They 
are, however, of much more value to the American 
Stage than a man like Palmer, for they have given 
practical evidence of a belief that there is some- 
thing good outside of England. Theodore Moss 
wasan umbrella checker, Proctor a dime museum 
man, J. M. Hill the keeper of a restaurant, E. G. 
Gilmore the owner of a bar, Rosenquest the 
brother-in-law of his brother-in-law who died, 
and so on through the list. Disheartening, you 
Say? Yes, you’reright. But, then, in these days 
when a stripling who plays one part a few inonths 
is regarded an actor, I don’t know that it makes 
much difference. There will bea change some 
day—I know not when or how, as the song goes.” 

One of the youngsters, a man who stands high 
asa conscientious, earnest actor and who has 
views of his own, endorsed heartily those of his 
elder. 

“It is true that the art seems to have been for- 
gotten, but we musn’t shut our eyes to the value 
of some managers who are apparently ignorant of 
the fact that any of us have ideas above the dol- 
lar. Some of these men are of value tothe pro- 
fession, and some have a remarkable ability to de 
termine between the good andthe bad froma 
money point of view. That is of inestimable 
value—that practical sense. Take a man like Ma- 
guire out on the Slope, or Jobn Stetson, or half a 
dozen others I ‘night name. Their judgment on 
the value of a play Ihave found to be well nigh 
unerring. A play ‘that actors rate wonderfully 
Strong will often he castaside by these men as 
worthless—and vice versa—and in nine cases out 
of ten I venture to say the manager’s judgment is 
the best. I suppose it js because they belong dis- 
tinctly to ‘hoi polloi,’ and know what the people 
want; and that faculty is, as I said, of great value 
to us all.”’ 

Both spoke truly. The place of the Stetsons and 
the Maguires is an important one, and their value 
must not be underestimated. As for the art— 


- haven’t;most of the actors as well as the managers 


lost sight of that? 

It is certainly gratifying tothe believerin Amer- 
ican dramatists to see the change that seems to 
have come over the spirit of the dreams of New 
York theater-goers. The Anglo-mania craze s0 
tenderly fostered and ‘pandered to by Mr. Palmer 
and others of his ilk seems to be gradually dying 
out, and the people no longer rush to adopta play 
simply “becauseitis English.’”” The English plays 
produced this year have been practical failures. 
“Judah,’’The Middleman,” “Nerves,” and even 
Oscar Wilde’s{‘-Guido :Ferranti’’ have proved 
financial failures.gWhile “Vien and Women,’’*‘The 
Senator,” *‘Blue Jeans,’ “The County Fair,” 
“Reilly and the Four Hundred,” and “The Old 
Homestead,’’ continue to play to big money. 

By the way, the mention of ‘‘Men and Women” 
reminds me. 

When Archie Gordon was here a few days ago, 
our talk turned to American plays,and I asked him 
what he considered the best of all that have been 
written. 

“TI still maintain that ‘Kit, the Arkansaw Trav- 
eler,’ isthe best American play. Where do you 
find such typical characters as the Major and the 
Judge? And Kit,too. Of course that play is 
somewhat blood and thunder, butit is great. 
With that exception, the best play that has been 
written by any American dramatistsis Belasco 
and DeMille’s ‘Men and Women.’ ” 

That is certainly high praise. I confess to a good 
deal of surprise at tbe selection, for I never have 
had the good fortune to seethat play. But I know 
of no betetr authority than Archibald Gordon, a 
successful playwright himself. His ‘“‘A Crushed 
Tragedian,”’ in which Sothern made such a great 
hit, and “Is Marriage A Failure,’”’ which has made 
a great deal of money, already for Stuart Robson, 
and which will be his ‘‘piece de resistance’’ next 
season, certainly deserve their place as among the 
very best American cpmedies. 

The Divine Sara hiscome. She set her dainty 
foot on American sil last Monday. and all New 
York knew itaton e. There was the usual re- 
ception by newspape men and distinguished citi- 
zens—many of the fi mer, few of the latter—and 
Sara was intervieweeand reinterviewed. 

After wading throygh a column or so of gush in 
The Herald, I find she, has said one or two things 
of interest. She d s emphatically the allega- 
tion that she is growing stout. That report, she 
says, is one of the wicked inventions of that lis- 
some and fairy-like specimen of feminine loveli- 
ness that contains the soul of Fanny Davenport. 
Miss Davenport—in whose case the ‘‘Miss’’ is even 
more of amisnomer than Bernhardt’s ““Madem- 
oiselie’—has been saying some spiteful things 
about the preciousson of the Divine Sara, and 
Bara don't like it a bit. 

She says, too, that she is very sorry that ‘‘Ther- 
rmidor” has been stopped. The play is a splendid 
one, full of deep religious feeling. Sardou is, by 
the same fair authority, hard at his work, and 
shows no signs gof failing strength. Jules Le- 
maitre is named asthe only one of the younger 
French playwrights who is likely to thrive. 
Then comes this admission: “If I were candid I 
should have to confess that we have been left be- 
hind poth in science and art lately byijthe Ger- 
mans. Iadmire their acting—it is 80 thorough; 
and Iadmire Wagner.” 

On Thursday, Bernhardt opened at the Garden 
theater in LaTosea. Her leading manjis;|Duquesne, 
but the other membersof the company are not 


well known.

Robson's 
ioo beamed with admiration. As tho fina: “If I 
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figure and with a polite gesture waved him to the 
front. Robson made a bow of corresponding and 
equivalent elegance and replied: ‘Thank you; no, 
sir, I came down here on just such an errand as 
yours, but you have expressed yourself so thor- 
oughly and so accurately that I haven’t a word to 
say!” And he bowed himself off. 

William Collier, who will star next season with 
Charlie Reed in a play bearing the touching title 
of “Hoss and Hoss,” was a caliboy at Daly’s only 
two years aco. It was a matter of common report 
that he never drew any salary, the whole of it 
being absorbed by the fines which he received for 
giving burlesque imitations of the manager of the 
house. He is a wonderful mimic, and when a 
large number of professionals are “in front’ ata 
performance of “The City Directory,'’ he gives in 
his part of the manager a reproduction of Au- 
gustin Daly that is phenomenal in its detail and 
Side-splitting in its humor. 


Roland Keed, prince of story tellers and prob- 
ably the greatest of the young comedians, will be 
here this week. Reedisa great favorite through 
the south, and he is always certain of a big busi- 
uess here in Atlanta. His new comedy, “Lend 
Me Your Wife,” is said to be wonderfully funny. 
The fact that he played to the biggest business of 
the season in New Orleans shows that the drawing 
powers of the comedy must be great. 

Ed Jack, Reed’s manager, was telling me yes- 
terday of a funny experience the company had in 
Boston. It was during one of the early rehearsals 
of “The Woman Hater’ at the Boston Museum. 
It seems the stage proper was occupied by the 
stock company, who was rehearsing a new play, 
and Mr. Seymour suggested thaé’ Mr. Reed end 
his company rehearse on one of the upper floors in 
the museum, in the hall used for the display of the 
wax figures. The comedian complied with this 
suggestion, and the rehearsal was going along 
finely, when an eiderly couple was discovered on 
their way up the creaking stairs, The comedian 
proposed that none of them speak, 
and keep their faces and bodies immov- 
able while the countryman and his wife 
“did the sights.’ Gradually the rural couple ap- 
proached the actors and walked about some of 
them, examining their clothing with the same in- 
terest they lent to the inspection of the wax 
figures, Finally Reed opened his mouth and then 
winked at bis companions, whereupon they all as- 
sumed a broad grin. The rapidity with which that 
rural couple bounded down the stairway has prob- 
ably never been equaled by visitors to the Boston 
Museum since the wax figures became a fixture in 
the old theater. 

Reed, by the way, has a collection of photo- 
graphs which are interesting. There are the pic- 
tures of the big chiefs of the Sioux Indians, with 
autographs of Sitting Bull and the other .unique- 
named braves of the fated tribe. Two years aco Reed 
spent his vacation in the Dakotas hunting. He 
and some army officers became very friendly with 
the chiefs and several of the young braves of the 
tribe are, it is said, named after the comedian. He 
spent two weeks in the villages, where he madea 
reputation forexcellent marksinanship and earned 
the sobriquet Man-who-missed-an-Ox. When 
he started away the braves who had been ona 
visit to the Great White Father, and had, of 
course, fallen victims to the photographer’s art, 
insisted on his taking their pictures with him. 
His collection of photographs and canes is said to 
be a wonder, 

Oscar Wilde’s tragedy, ‘‘Guido’Ferranti,”’ is ob- 
jected to by some so-called critics as “‘gloomy.”’ 

Those “critics” doubtless expect tragedy to be 
cast in the lines of ‘‘A Parlor Match.” 


Everybody who saw *‘The Henrietta’ admired 
the acting of Mr. Ratcliffe, whose performance of 
the role of Nicholas Von-Alstyne, Jr., was indeed 
a wonderful piece of work. 

Mr. Ratcliffe is one of the coming young men— 
in fact, he has ‘“‘done come.”’ He tells nie that he

“One of the Bravest,” Tonight. 

This comedy-drama will be produced tonight at 
the opera house and tomorow. The Toiedo Com- 
mercial thus notices the performance: 

“It is a good show,and the company is un- 
usually well balanced. In fact, it posed in the 
nature of a pleasant surprise. Everything about 
it was well done. The leading character did not 
seem to imazine himself an object of worship, nor 
did the villain chew the 8cenery into fragments or 
pick his teeth with a bowie knife. On the con- 
trary, it was an easy, natural performance all 
through, and thoroughly delighted the immense 
audience.

The engine 
dashing madly across the stage, the burning 
building, the rescue effected with modern life- 
Saving appliances, allare thoroughly realistic 
and meet with the wildest enthusiasm. The inci- 
dentals are interesting, and there is much clever 
character work throughout. William Cronin as 
Mrs. Grogan is very clever, and don’t split the 
air with a high-strung voice, as is usually the case 
in such pieces. There isadeal of good singing 
and by-play, and all of these serve to round out 
the plot of one of the cleverest pieces that has 
been put on at the People’s for weeks.”’ 

Ovide Musin’s Concert. 

This will be the great musical event of the 
season. No person who prides of any refinement 
ought to miss this treat, and the opera house 
ought to be full to overilowing next Wednesday 
night. Musin is a great artist; his superior does 
not exist, if he hasan equal. Everybody who has 
heard him admires him, and wants to see him 
again.

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4 THREE-STORY BRICK STRUCTURE 
SOON TO BE ERECTED. 


The Society Is Doing a Good Work, and as 
Soon as Practicable Will Enlarge its 
Field of Labor. 


A beautiful new building is to be erected for 
the Home of the Friendless. 

It will be situated on the corner of Highland 
avenue and Randolph street. 

The new home will be a modern three-story 
brick structure, containg sleeping apartments, 
schoolrooms, nurseries, an elevator, dormi- 
tories, etc. A furnace will heat the entire 
structure, from top to bottom. One of the 
principal features will bea laundry, where all 
the girls will be initiated into the mysteries of 
“‘washday.’”’ The ground floor will be given 
up entirely to the industrial department, 
wherein the girls will be thoroughly taughtall 
the knowledge that is necessary to equip good 
housekeepers. Itis intended that living ac- 
commodations shall be provided for about 150 
children, and that in the industrial department 
a number of children can also be taught who 
live at their homes. The day school will also 
be continued as before. Here are educated the

boy inmates until they reach the school age, 
when they are sent to the public schools. The 
home cares for them until they are twelve 
years of age, when they are put at. some good 
occupation at which they can earna livelihood 
for themselves, 

The old quarters of the home were leased by 
the society for the year ending December 31, 
1891, and the society hopes that by the time 
the lease has expired the new building will be 
completed and ready for occupancy. 

The cost of the building will be $12,000, the 
industrial school furnishing $3,000 of the 
amount. Subscription lists were started last 
summer and $7,000, exclusive of the latter 
amount, has already been subscribed. The di- 
mensions of the lot are 131 feet on Highland 
avenue by 150 feet on Randolph street. It was 
purchased from Mr. Eugene Spaulding for 
$2,400. Of this amount $1,000 was paid in, 
and the old lot, which cost $3,000, was placed 
on sale. Mr. Spaulding had refused several 
advantageous offers for the property, and let 
it goto the society at a price somewhat less 
than the vaiue he set upon it. The society at 
its meeting Thursday discussed several ques- 


tions that are of great importance at the» 


present time. 

It has about decided to take up the matter 
of rescuing the white children who have been 
practically deserted by inhuman parents 
wishing to rid themselves of the care of the 
littleones. Several such cases have come to 
light within the past few months. Children, 
both healthy and sickly, have been placed by 
their mothers in negro cabins, ostensibly given 
into the care of nurses, but instead they are 
turned over to ignorant, superstitious persons 
who maltreat them and think nothing of it. 
Mr. Watkins, of the Humane society, 
recently rescued one of these little ones 
from the clutches of an old negro 
woman and gave it into the custody of the 
Home of the Friendless, where every neces- 
sary attention is being givenit. The two so- 
cieties working in conjunction can accomplish 
a vast amount of good in this line. 

There arein Atlanta a great many white 
beggars—that would seem to be the most fit- 
ting term to apply to them, as when offered 
chances to make an honest living many of 
them refuse, preferring to make their 
way by soliciting alms. The ladies offer to 
investigate all such cases reported to them and 
deal with them as justly as possible. If the 
people will stop giving alms to 
these peopie and instead send such 
donations as they can spare to the 
society, the members thereof will distribute 
them toall who are really needy and deserv- 
ing. The society hopes in time to establish an 
association of charities in this city, which will 
do its utmost to prevent these beggars from 
getting assistance from so many sources. These 
methods, if persistently followed out, will do 
a great deal to break up an occupation that is 
a disgrace to any civilized commnity. 

The society deplores the absence of any in- 
stitution for the feeble-minded in the city. They 


are, a8 @ rule, most cruelly treated, and a |

Society will ask the churches of the city to 
unite in employing a city missionary to go 
about among the poor, noting the cases of dis- 
tress, and doing other. work ofa like nature. 
A lady would be selected for the position, and 
the principal feature of her work will be at the 
courts of justice, where she will be present at 
the trial of erring females. She will make it 
a special object to prevent the payment of 
their fines by men and women who wish only 
to use them for purposes of an a 
rk.
